Prelate Ignores Anti-semites 
In Brandeis Chapel Opening

WALTHAM, Mass. (JP)—Ignoring the week-long demonstrations of a small group of anti- 
Semites under the leadership of Leonard Feeney, a defrocked priest, a new Catholic chapel at 
Brandeis university was dedicated last week by Archbishop Richard J. Cushing. 

The Feeneyites attempted to whip up publicfeeling against the dedication of the chapel by 
handing out anti-Semitic handbills and carrying placards calling on Catholics to “stop the Jews 


from dishonoring and desecrat- 
ing the Blessed Sacrament at 
Brandeis university.” 

Several scuffles occurred be- 
tween bystanders and the 
Feeneyites. Two of the de- 
frocked priest’s followers were 
cut about the head. 

Archbishop Cushing, in dedi- 
cating the chapel, said that 


Brandeis university “deserves 
the praise of all men of good 


will for making religious in- 
struction available to its stu- 
dent body.” 


HE EXTOLLED Brandeis for 
having “gone all the way. It 
has built three new and sepa- 
rate units so that Jews, Prot- 
estants and Catholics may not 
forget God and their depend- 
ence on God and may in these 
academic surroundings give 
honor and worship in accord- 
ance with their religious affili- 
ation.” 

The archbishop’s presence at 
the dedication climaxed a week 
of commotion in. Boston caused 
by the demonstrations of the 
Feeneyites. Father Feeney was 
excommunicated. by Archbishop 
Cushing in 1953 for preaching 
that Boston college, a Jesuit 
school, committea heresy in 
teaching that salvation was pos- 
sible outside the Roman Cath- 
clic faith, Since that time 
Feeney has gathered a group 
of disciples about him and has 
been operating St. Benedict 
center in Cambridge in defiance 
of Catholic authorittes. — 

The Feeneyites, in an effort 
to embarrass Arenbishop Cush- 
ing, were involved in fist fights 
in several downtown areas of 
Boston as they passed out thou- 
sands of leaflets attacking the 
Jews “for desecrating the Bles- 
sed Sacrament at Brandeis uni- 
versity.” 

CATHOLICS WERE urged to 
“Stop the Jews.” The leaflets 
declared that “right now, these 
Jews are planning to bring Our 
Lord in the Blessed Sacrament 
into their midst (at Brandeis 
university), They have erected 
a building on their Waltham 
campus and they have asked 
our archbishop to dedicate this 
building as a Catholic chapel, 
where our Lord will be present 
in the Blessed Sacrament! 

“We Catholics are thus being 
asked to approve a scheme 
whereby Our Lord will be 
turned over to that people 
Which for 2,000 years has re-

rean’t be befouled and years of 





jected, sneered at, reviled and 
desecrated Him in. the Blessed 
Sacrament, 

“Catholics of Boston! In the 
name of the Immaculate Moth- 
er of God, this must not hap- 
pen! Our Lord in the Blessed 
Sacrament muSst Rot be _ be- 
trayed again into the hands of 
that people who cried out, “Cru- 
cify Him! Crucify Him! .. , His 
blood be upon us and upon our 
children!” the leaflet concluded. 


THE METROPOLITAN press 
limited its coverage of the 
Feeneyite demonstrations, Ar- 
thur Stratton, a reporter for 
The Boston Herald, wrote that 
“a misguided handfull, by sign 
and by handbill sought ito pit 
the Catholic against the Jew. It 
ended in a_ scuffle that . was 
seen by perhaps 1,000 men and 
women ‘on ‘Tremont st. But 
that wasn’t important, What 
mattered was the reaction, And 
the reaction was that the nest 
tolerance and mutual respect 
swept away. 

“Jew and Gentile stood side 
by side in that crowd and reg- 
istered shock and disgust that 
anything like that could hap- 
pen on_Boston’s Tremont st. 
There was no talk about who 
was right and ‘who was wrong. 
or any such conversation ap- 
proaching it. There was no sug- 
gestion of an apology on either 
side; one or the other asked 
his friends®on the street what 
it was all about and then turned 
away. There was ho hate in 
anyone’s eyes. 


“IT WAS A thorough test 
at the sensitive street level of 
what all faiths have promised 
each other over the years: at 
public gatherings,” Stratton 
concluded. 

A score of policemen were 
on hand at the Brandeis 
grounds during the dedication 
of the Catholic chapel because 
authorities. thought there might 
be a demonstration by the 
Feeney group. Police guarded 
the entrance to the grounds and 
road blocks were set up, Admis- 
sion was by invitation only and 
the entire affair was conducted 
with quiet, solemn dignity, 

Archbishop. Cushing named 
the new chapel Bethlehem: “The 
Lord came here today,” he de- 
clared, “and we will call the 
chapel ‘Bethlehem’ — meaning

JERUSALEM — Jews, too, 
were victims of the. anti-Greek 
demonstrations in Istanbul re- 
cently, The Jerusalem Post re- 
ported. 

Pasengers arriving in Jeru- 
salem from Turkey said that 
many Jews were injured and 
much damage was done to Jew- 
ish property in the riots express- 
ing Turkish opposition to turn- 
ing Cyprus over to Greece. Mobs 
led by bare-breasted women 
waving the Turkish national 
flag smashed non-Moslem estab- 
lishments on the city’s main 
streets.

EBAN EMPHASIZED Israel 
thought the Dulles statement 
contains “a salutary emphasis 
on construction development 
and an important warning 
against the dangers of an arms 
race.” 

He thought the ‘most impor- 
tant idea in the proposals was 
a declaration of principle in fa- 
vor of a U.S. treaty commit- 
ment designed to strengthen 
“security within our region and 
to relieve it from the fear of 
internal war and the burden of 
an armament ‘race.” 

However, he could not accept 
the proposal calling for changes 
in frontiers as a prerequisite 
for a treaty. This provision, he 
said, “could well destroy the 
validity and effect of the bold 
statement of an American 
treaty.”

OBJECTORS claimed the syn- 
agog planned to operate a coun- 
try club in the guise of a reli- 
gious institution, This fear was 
suggested by the village board 
as one of. the reasons against 
granting the use permit. To al- 
lay this fear, the congregation 
last spring offered to turn over 
the swimming pools and other 
recreational facilities of the es- 
tate to the village for use as a 
community and recreational cen- 
ter. ‘ 

The latter offer by the syna- 
gog prompted an expression of 
indignation by Gov. Averell Har- 
riman, a resident of the area, 
over a letter by a Sands Point 
trustee to him in which the 
trustee explained that the vil- 
lage wanted to enlarge its vil- 
lage hall-and set up a recreation 
area, The trustee requested the 
governor’s aid in acquiring addi- 
tional property for this purpose. 

The governor’s reply was 
made known upon the same day 
as the village board’s refusal of 
the use permit was revealed, In 
effect, he said, don’t go begging 
to him for property when all 
you’ve got to do is grant the 
congregation its right to estab- 
lish a house of worship and by 
that action acquire all the prop- 
erty the village needs. 

Governor Harriman thought 
that the congregation’s offer was 
generous. He said he saw no 
reason why it should not have 
been accepted, He expressed hope 
that the board would reconsider. 


THE SYNAGOG began its 
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fight for a house of worship two 
years ago when it purchased a 
site in the Harbor Acres area. 
Although it won a court fight to 
use the property, it later could 
not meet village regulations gov- 
erning its use. 

Last July the synagog pur- 
chased The Chimneys from the. 
Holmes Foundation, Ine., which 
administered the property, After 
the congregation had completed 
negotiations, the village board 
adopted new. regulations govern- 
ing buildings used for religious 
purposes, 

In January the village board 
yielded to continual pressure 


and Governor Harriman’s disap- 
proval and eliminated certain re- 
strictions specified in its zoning 
ordinance, 

The Sands Point congregation. 
40 of @vhose 200 member families 
reside in the village, has charged 
anti-semitism with being a. mov- 
ing factor in the community of- 
ficials’ obstruction of their plans. 
This was denied last October in 
a Post interview by the village 
mayor, George S. Bergman. 

The congregation has indicated 
that despite this latest setback it 
will continue its fight to estab- 
lish itself in Sands Point. It will 
appeal the board’s decision to 
the Nassau Supreme Court.

IN ACRE, Greenberg found 
that 3,000 of the town’s 5,000 
Arabs fled to Lebanon, after its 
capture, but that 11,000 Jews 
had since moved in.

Aviv and Jerusalem, It became 
famous, despite the fact that 
its owner never spent one pen- 
ny for advertising. 

Many Jews had approached 
Abu Christu and asked to buy 
in, but they had all been turned 
down, “People don’t travel to 
the Abu Christu cafe from Tel 
Aviv to go to the toilet or to 
wash their hands.” he _ said. 
“They want‘to be served by 
dirty waiters, sit under a few 
glaring bulbs, listen to whining 
Arab music from Radio Damas- 
cus, and eat real Arab food 
with their hands... .” ; 

GREENBERG was different, 
however. He. talked loud and 
long until Abu Christu, weary 
of his arguments, finally gave 
in and sold him a piece of the 
business, 

He raised $5,000, transferred 
it .from the United States to 
Israel, and, before even sign- 


ing an agreement, began to aft 
range for changes, For a 20 
per cent cut from the income, 
he is putting in toilets, more 
tables and chairs, a bigger 
kitchen, an Arab band, about 
two dozen fishing rods—for the 
guests to catch their own fish 
—picture postcards and souve- 
nirs. He is investing 10,000 Is 
rael pounds, 

Greenberg is also planning to 
stay behind the scenes and 
steer people there from the big 
tourist hotels.

Her grades were bet- 
ter than average, but for Jen- 
nie that was the end of the 
educational road. As readers of 
this column may recall from 
previous articles, education in 
Israel is compulsory, universal 
and free only through the 
eighth grade. Except in the 
most unusual cases, and in the 
cases of the exceptionally tal- 
ented students, high school is 
available only” for those who 
can afford to pay tuition. Some 
day Israel hopes to be able to 
afford to extend free high 
schoo] education to all its young 
people; that day has not yet 
come. 


What is Jennie to do—stay 
home with mother? Find a job, 
at the age of almost 14? She 
wants to study; she wanted to 
prepare herself for a useful oc- 
cupation, And so it was that in 
one of the letters to a relative 
in the United States, Jennie’s 
mother mentioned the fact that 
high school was beyond their 
reach financially, The Ameri- 
can relative happened to be 
Mrs, Louis Sussman, national 
president of the Women’s 
League of the United Syna- 
gogue of America, Her own son 
is at the age where he is about 
to enter high school. She has a 
warm feeling for education of 
any kind, because of the splen- 
did educational program carried 
on in America by her more 
than 600 sisterhoods affiliated 
with the Conservative move- 
ment. And so Mrs, Sussman, a 
friend from my own childhood 
days, wrote to me of her idea 
and her plan, asking for assist- 
ance and advice, 


I INTERVIEWED Jennie. I 
obtained the views of her par- 
ents, and tried to size up the 
girl herself from the point of 
view of general intelligence, in- 
terests, etc., and I came to the 
conclusion that she would ben- 
efit most from enrollment at a 
commercial high school, where 
she would learn shorthand, typ- 
ing and similar subjects, One 
year’s tuition at such a school, 
with a bit extra thrown in for 
books and some pocket money, 
comes to less than $100 in 
American money, I was armed 
in advance with Mr. and Mrs. 
Sussman’s approval, and so Jeh- 
nie has been duly registered at 
the Haifa High School of Com- 
merce. She now begins her first 
year’s studies, thanks to the 
wisdom and generosity of the 
kind relatives in America. 

That. takes care of Jennie. 
The Sussmans will follow her 
career from year to year until 
she graduates. For them this 
is a comparatively inexpensive 
but richly rewarding expe- 
rience., 


There are other 14-year-old 
children, bright, intelligent, 
promising, for whom there is 
no immediate prospect of con- 
tinuing with high school, More 
and more scholarships are 
being made available locally for 
this purpose, but until such 
time as the government is able 
to open the high schools to all, 
the basic criterion for admis- 
sion must necessarily be that 
of means to pay tuition.

There is a myth circulated

It is true that a real Zionist 
—I don’t mean a Rose Halper- 
in Zionist or a Mordecai Kaplan 
Zionist or a Margoshes Zionist, 
I mean a Zionist—sees no fu- 
ture for Jewish survival out- 
side of Israel. He believes that 
without a Jewish Homeland 
Jews will either assimilate or 
be forced out of non-Jewish so- 
ciety by some form of anti- 
semitism. Also they believe that 
in the last analysis the outcome 
depends mainly not on what 
Jews will do or how they will 
behave, but on the forces op- 
erating in any particular coun- 
try generally which shall de- 
termine the attitude of the non- 
Jews. re 

In this respect Abba Hillel 
Silver is a Zionist. In his address 
in New York at the Zionist cel- 
ebration of the American Jew- 
ish Tercentenary he said (I 
quote from memory): In times 
of stress and economic crisis, 
we are a helpless minority 
against any demagogue. He 
also said that we cannot count 
on spiritual and cultural sur- 
vival in this country unless we 
do something very vigorous 
about it. Of course, this bit of 
intelligent thinking was 
drowned in an ocean of grand 
style pulpiteering verbiage of 
the stereotype optimistic kind 
and did not get into the press. 
But I sat there and heard those 
words of real Ziontsm. 


AND YET, SILVER in Amer- 
ica will fight anti-semitism as 
vigorously as anybody, a thou- 
and a million times in a more 
dignified fashion than any anti, 
non or pseudo-Zionist who goes 
around bragging that he’s got 
the future of American Jewry 
safely deposited in his _ vest 
pocket (or folds of her skirts, 
as the case may be).

German Jews who collaborated 
with the Nazis as Jews was the 
Naumann group, whose philos. 
ophy was the nearest thing to 
the American Council for Juda. 
ism in this country; . 

Lt. Hermann in his letter to 
the editor some months ago (to 
this day I am not sure whether 
he was serious or spoofing) and 
Seymour Gross some _ weeks 
ago, bring up the name of the 
late Jacob Klatzkin, the bril- . 
liant writer in German and in 
Hebrew. Klatzkin held that the 
Jews in the diaspora ought te 
declare themselves foreigners 
with certain privileges‘ who are 
not eligible to_certain positions, 
This is not much different from 
the views of a brilliant Ameri- 
can. Zionist writer, Ludwig 
Lewisohn, who blames all evils 
on Emancipation. But neither 
Kiatzkin nor Lewisohn gained 
any following to speak of 
among the Zionists. 

MOST ZIONISTS followed 
men like the late Shmarya Le. 
vin in Russia and Itzhak Gruen- 
baum in Poland, Both men took 
their Zionism seriously enough 
to settle in Palestine. Yet, while 
in the diaspora. each man ran 
for parliament and stood up to 
fight for Jewish rights, Levin 
was a member of the First Rus- 
sian Duma of 1905, Gruen- 
baum was a member for many 
years of the Polish Sejm and 
was the staunchest champion 
of Jewish rights in Poland 

The late Vladimir Jabotinsky 
“was an extreme Zionist and con- 
sidered himself the true disciple 
of Herzl. He demanded the 
evacuation of all European: Jews 
to Palestine. But he always 
fought anti-Semitism. 

Now some Zionist leaders, in- 
cluding Jabotinsky, negotiated 
with anti-semites, But that was 
after the battle was lost and 
the anti-semites were in control 
of a country. Zionists disagreed 
with them. But it was never a 
question of helping anti-semites 
come to the power, Israel’s ne- 
gotiated compensation with the 
Bonn government has nothing 
to do with fighting anti-sem- 
itism or helping anti-semitism. 

IN MY ANALYSIS of the Is- 
rael. elections I said in this 
space that the Israelis are not 
in a mood to depend for their 
security on Brownell’s speeches. 
It looks now—August 31, 1955 
—that neither will they depend 
too much on Dulles’ speeches.

The, Orthodox leader told The 
Post that he had met with the 
youth groups of many shades 
of political opinion and found 
many of them interested in re- 
ligion, He said, however, they 
reject the relationship religion 
has in Israel with political life.

CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM: 
An Américan Religious Move- 
ment, by Marshall Sklare, 
Free Press, Glencoe, Ill, 1955. 


pr Sklare’s Conservative Ju- 
daism is a pioneering work, For 
the first time an attempt has 
peen made to approach a re- | 
ligious movement in American 
Judaism from a _ sociological 
yiewpoint. Originally a doctoral 
dissertation, the present ver- 
sion is a readable, and a most 
enlightening work, worthy of 
the attention not only of rabbis 
and other professionals, but of 
all thinking Jews, 

Conservative Judaism, Dr. 
Sklare concludes, after a _ thor- 
ough study of virtually all 
available sources, is a phenom- 
enon designed to offer “an ac- 
ceptable pattern 6f adjustment 
to the American environment 
for many East-European Jews.” 
It appeals mainly to the middle- 
class group who have removed 
themselves from the “first area” 
of immigrant congestion, and 
from the “second area” of pre- 
dominantly Jewish  concentra- 
tion, to the “third area” where 
the forces of assimilation have 
been free to operate with little 
resistance, 

With Orthodoxy inhibited by 
its convictions and habits from 
making the necessary adjust- 
ments, and with Reform ‘hesi- 
tating too long to recognize the 
strong urge on the part of East- 
European Jews to preserve 
their ethnic identity.

A CAREFUL study of Con- 
servative literature fails to dis-

THE RABBI THUS finds him- 
self in a dilemma, He has been 
trained to serve as _ preacher, 
teacher and spiritual] guide; he 
finds himself functioning as a 
combination socia] director, ad- 
ministrator and public relations 
expert. Nobody seems to be in- 
terested in the thtngs that in- 
trigue him: scholarly research, 
philosophical speculation, Jew- 
ish ethical culture, the art of 
prayer, the pleasures of litera- 
ture.

He merely 
concedes that Conservatism has 
prevented “the \complete aliena- 
tion and religious disorganiza- 
tion of the East-European- 
derived Jew.” Perhaps, he adds, 
it “will not rest upon this ac- 
complishment but will come to 
play a new and as yet unfore- 
seeable role in the Jewish life 
of the future.” Let us hope so.

To write that book and 
then to sell a million or so 
copies and cash in with a stage 
play and movie based on it— 
that is our hero today. 

It wasn’t Molnar, with his 
fine analysis of the situation. 
who made Time’s cover, It was 
our own co-religionist, Herman 
Wouk, of whom we.are justly 
proud.

Critic of Scrolls 
Picks Up Support 
From . Scholars 


DETROIT—The contention 
that the Dead Sea Scrolls belong 
to the medieval period and not 
to the pre-Christian era, long 
advanced by Dr. Solomon Zeit- 
lin of Dropsie college, editor of 
the Jewish Quarterly Review, 
has gained support from at 
least two other scholars. 

In a letter published by The 
Jewish News here Sept. 2, Rab- 
bi Mortimer J. Cohen of Phil- 
adelphia backed Zeitlin’s stand+ 
that the scrolis were written by 
sectarians in the medieval pe- 
riod, A similar viewpoint also 
has been expressed by Dr. G. 
R. Driver, Magdalen. college fel- 
low and professor of semitic 
philology at Oxford university, 
England. 

In a 50-page brochure. “The 
Hebrew Scrolls from the Neigh- 
borhood of Jericho and the 
Dead Sea,” Dr. Driver devel- 
ops his thesis that the scrolls 
were produced somewhere be- 
tween 200 C.E. and 500 C.E. He 
regards the later date as prob- 
ably more nearly correct, 

Professor Zeitlin who, up to 
now, has been conducting al- 
most a one-man crusade ques- 
tioning the antiquity of the 
scrolls, will continue his attack 
in the second portion of his an- 
alysis in the Octoper issue af 
Jewish Quarterly Review. His 
article, “The Propaganda of the 
Hebrew Scrolls and the Falsifi- 
cation of History,” charges the 
scrolls with being “worthless

“Sound the Great Trumpet” 
is a unique book because it 
eombines the fortunate faculties 
of entertaining you while it in- 
forms you, 

This is a_ special attribute 

which is not true of too many 
books published in the Jewish 
field today. 
’ You don’t have to be urged 
to read “Sound the Great Trum- 
pet.” You'll read it with pleas- 
ure and like it, and it'll give 
you a clearer picture of Israel 
today than all the reading you 
could possibly do up to cer- 
tain limits. 

The book tells you how Is- 
rael was developed through the 
eyes of those who pioneered 
there, It’s a compilation of writ- 
ings most of which have never 
been translated into English be- 
fore, by the hardy band who 
went there in the 1880s as the 
first aliyah ((wave of immigra- 
tion), the second aliyah 1904-14 
and the third aliyah after 
World War I. 


I READ PARTS of the book 
in manuscript form, and I know 
that M. Z. will forgive me if I 
say that the poorest pages are 
his explanations. This is no crit- 
icism of M. Z.’s prose ability, 
for which I have great respect, 
but it is high praise for the stir- 
ring prose of those who de- 
tailed their experiences, some 


in fiction and some in autobio- 


graphical form, while they were 
developing a desolate, barren 
marsh land into a fnodern, dem- 
ocratic nation,

The position of the American Jew- 


ish Committee and the United Jewish 
Appeal, representing on one hand a-s€g- 
ment of the United States Jewish com- 
munity and on the other the great cen- 
tral part of the community itself, on the 
question of emigration from North Afriea 
to Israel seem to be diametrically op- 
posed. 

The UJA is embarked on a campaign 
to secure funds with which to move 10,- 
000 Jews from Morocco in the next two 
months. It has through this drive and 
through its other current activities com- 
mitted itself to the proposition that the 
quicker the Moroccan Jews who wish to 
go to Israel can be moved there the bet- 
ter for all concerned. 

The American Jewish Committee, 
however, seems determined to defend its 
position that North African Jews should 
continue to live in North Africa. This 
seems to be a doctrinaire position, which 
the Committee is determined to main- 
tain. 

First eye-witness reports from repre- 
sentatives of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee confirmed the death and destruc- 
tion visited on North African Jewish 
communities in the recent riots. - 

It makes a difference whether the 
death and violence were directed specifi- 
cally at Jews, as would be true in a 
pogrom, or at non-natives, as in the case 
in Morocco and Algiers, but the end re- 
sult is the same—death and violence. 

A closer look at the positions. of the 
American Jewish Committee and the 
UJA may reveal, however, that there is 


Israel. The American Jewish Commit- 
tee has not: stated that no Moroccan 
Jews should be moved to Israel. 

The proposition the AJ Committee 
is defending is that Jewish communities 
should not be closed out by mass exodus, 
This is.a valid proposition, other condi- 
tions being equal, but those who hold 
this viewpoint, as also those opposed to 
it, too, should be willing to shift with 
changed situations. _ 

If it is true that semantics are re 
sponsible in part for the divergent views, 
then there should be a joint declara- 
tion by the two agencies before the UJA 
campaign is made to suffer. 

The UJA is the one great instru- 
ment the United States Jewish com- 
munity has forged as a result of the Hit- 
ler holocaust. It is a great step forward 
in unifying the Jewish community. Sup- 
porting it are not only the Reform, 
Orthodox and Conservatives, but also 
the Zionists and the non-Zionists, and 
even presumably a large proportion of 
the anti-Zionists. 

If the positions of the UJA and the 
AJ Committee are in fact irreconcilable 
then smoothing it over -will only delay 
a confrontation. But if the two posi- 
tions are not really opposed to one an- 
other, and differ only in degree, and do 
have a common ground, then the one 
sane move is to get together and resolve 
the matter on the best basis possible. 


NEEDED: CONFIDENCE 


The Jewish year just ended has 
been a good one for the American Jew- 


. ish community. 


Not only was progress made on the 
road to maturity of the great Ameri- 
can Jewish community, but the convic- 
tion is slowly spreading that the United 
States Jewish community is not only on 
its way out, but perhaps has an appoint- 
ment with destiny. 

Twelve months are too short in which 
to measure developments which normal- 
ly do not see their fruition often for 
decades and even centuries. 

Yet what 10 years ago was a wistful 


hope in the minds of a few people—that. 
the United States Jewish eommunity 
could possibly become a creative Jewish 
community—can reach such proportions 
that the first signs of a real movement— 
no longer just a hope—can be discerned. 

What the United States Jewish com- 
munity needs now more than anything 
else is self-confidence. When it has 
some faith in itself, and when the days 
of the headlong flight from Judaism 
which characterized the United States 
Jewish community 30 years ago have 
been forgotten, the pace will be quick- 
ened in the development of. all areas of 
Jewish life in the United States.

I felt that 
what he was doing was more 
important than answering 
Q.R.L.’s bitter letter, 

I went to another rabbi’s 
home at 8:30 a.m., hoping to 
catch him at breakfast before 
he left for the day. His wife in- 
formed me that he had left 15 
minutes earlier for the city hos- 
pital, to make his daily visit to 
a little boy who has been bed- 
ridden for two months and has 
little chance of ever returning 
home, When I asked her if I 
could speak with the rabbi 
when he would return for sup- 
per in the evening, she gave me 
a long look, accompanied by a 
short laugh, and said she’d like 
to. make an appointment _her- 
self to. see him at a definite 
supper time. 


By the way, Q.R.L. may like 
to know that the rabbi does not 
get paid for overtime when he 
makes these visits, 

At 9:00 a.m. I was trying to 
make an appointment with a 
rabbi’s secretary, but was in- 
formed that though the rabbi 
was in his study he would not 
take any appointments that 
were not absolutely essential. 
She informed me that this was 
his daily study hour, together 
with ‘two other rabbis in the vi- 
cinity. One of the rabbis in this 
group had been in the rabbi- 
nate 20 years and had followed 
this routine since his early pul- 
pit days, 

By the way, Q.R.L may like 
to know that once one of the 
members of the congregation 
found out about the rabbi’s 
study hour and raised quite an 
opposition. He thought they 
ought to reduce the rabbi’s sal 
ary for the time he takes from 
his duties as a rabbi-to indulge 
in studying. The man felt: that 


the rabbi should. study on his. 


own. time and not on the “com- 
pany’s time.” How do. you feel 
about that, Q.R.L.? 

To cut a. long story. short, I 
couldn't get a single rabbi to 


write a letter to the editor in 
answer to the insulting one in 
The Post. One rabbi was in the 
midst of an interview with a 
mother of an unwed pregnant 
daughter who, because she was 
not a member of any congrega- 
tion, didn’t want to come dur- 
ing office hours and visited him 
in his home at 10:30 pb.m.

Its only nav- 
igable entrance is through a 
straight between Egypt’s Sinai 
peninsula: and Tiran island, a 
strait dominated by Egyptian 
shore batteries. 


NO QUARREL over the rights 
of passage has as yet erupted, 
since Israel traffic has thus far 
been negligible. Only four or 
five ships have sailed to and 
from the Israeli port of Elath 
since the state was established 
seven years ago. 

There was an incident this 
summer, however, when Egypt- 
ian coastal batteries fired at a 
British ship bringing Moslem 
pilgrims to the Jordanian port 
of Aqaba. The British took dip- 
lomatic action. 

A more explosive showdown 
may be imminent. Before the 
recent Israeli elections, both 
Premier Moshe Sharret and 
Premier - Designate David Ben- 
Gurion said that Israel would 
uphold the state’s right to de- 
velop and use the port of Elath, 
by force if necessary.
